A HEROINE OF THE SEA. 

Among the noble band of women who, by their heroic 
bearing, under great trial and suffering, have won for 
themselves imperishable fame, Mary A. Patton may claim 
a prominent position. Mrs. Patton is a native of Boston, 
and hut twenty years of age. Her husband, Capt. Joshua 
A. Patton, sailed from this port in July la’st, for San 
Francisco, as commander of the clipper-ship Neptune’s 
Oar, of Poster & Nickerson’s line, and it was during 
this voyage that his wife rendered herself so distinguished. 
Oapt. Patton is well known in this port, and at the east¬ 
ward, as a young and rising seaman; and tbe vessels 
under his command have made some of the swiftest pas¬ 
sages on record. He took command of tbe Neptune’s 
Oar abont two years ago. and made his first voyage in her 
to San Francisco in ninety days.

Mrs. Patton, who, on her previous voyage, had studied 
navigation as a pastime, now took observations, worked 
up the reckom'ng by chronometer time, laid the ship’s 
courses, and performed most of the other duties of the cap-1 
tain of the ship. Daring this time her husband was deli¬ 
rious with the fever, and she shaved his head, aDd devised 
every means in her power to soothe and restore him. To 
this end, she studied medicine to know how to treat his 
case intelligently, and in course of time succeeded in car¬ 
rying him alive through tbe crisis of bis complaint. 

About ODe week after the Captain fell sick, the mate 
wrote a letter to Mrs. Patton, reminding her of the dan¬ 
gers of the coast and the great responsibility she had 
assumed, and offering to take charge of tbe ship. She 
replied that, in the judgment of her husband, he was unfit 
to be mate, and therefore she could not consider him quali 
fied to fill tbe post of commander. Stung by this rebuff, 
the fellow tried to stir np the crew to mutiny against her;

Before leaving San Francisco, deal- 
n.-ss was added to his other afflictions, and he now lies 
upon his couch insensible to everything but the kind 
offices of his beloved companion,.and so weak that he may 
expire at any moment. Occasionally he speaks to bit- 
wife, sometimes lucidly, but oftener in a wild and incohe¬ 
rent manner. Mrs. Patton’s brother, Mr. Brown, we be¬ 
lieve, who is foreman of a ship-yard in Boston, is in 
attendance upon bis sister and brother-in-law. From him 
we learned-that Capt. Patton had been taken care of by 
bis brother Masons iu San Francisco, and Dr. Harris, one 
of the fraternity, had watched <#er him on his way home. 

On leaving San Francisco, he seemed to rally consider¬ 
ably, bat on reaching a warm latitude he relapsed, and 
has sunk to the hopeless state in which we found him. 
I’he Masons of this city, having been advised from San 
Francisco of his intended departure for home, were wait¬ 
ing for tbe George Law <5n her arrival, and brought him 
on a litter to the Battery Hotel, where they have since 
watched over him. 

With that modesty which generally distinguishes true 
merit, Mrs. Patton begged to be excused from speaking 
about herself. She said that she had done no more than 
her duty, and as the recollection of her trials and suffer¬ 
ings evidently gave her pain, we eould not do otherwise 
than respect her feelings. Few persons would imagine 
that tbe woman who behaved so bravely, and endured so 
much for her husband’s sake, is a slender New England 
girl, scarcely twenty years old.

GEORGE THOMPSON IN INDIA. 

From Tile Bengal Hurkaru. 

The following is a brief outline of the remarks made 
by Mr. George Thompson, at the Bbawanipore Literary 
Institution, on theeveuing of the 22d November. 

After some lengthened introductory observations, 

Mr. Thompson spoke as follows : I may be asked if, 
after the expiration of thirteen years, I see any evidence 
of improvement in the administration of ufiuirs, and the 
condition of the people. With respect to the actual con¬ 
dition of the cultivators of the so l, there has, I think, been 

improvement; nor, in my judgment, can any consider¬ 
able amelioration be effected until there is a thorough 
revision of the existing systems of revenue, and corre¬ 
sponding changes in the mode of collecting it. But let 
me state wherein, as it strikes me, advances have been 
made, which should be estimated with a view less to what 
present realized than to wbat is indicated and pro¬ 
mised by them. Progress has undoubtedly been made in 
the work of education, especially in the creation of new 
departments of education. Let tbe aspiring youth of 
India, who have acquired what is called an ordinary edu¬ 
cation, take advantage of tbe means offered them of ad¬ 
vancing to legal, mechanical, scientific and artistic excel¬ 
lence, aDd, by their future choice of their pursuits, show 
that they have an ambition that soars above mere clerical 
occupations, which, however respectable, and sometimes 
remunerative, are by no means the highest or noblest in 
which they should seek to engage. The recent opening 
of the civil service has presented to tbe young men ol 
England a large number of prizes worthy of being strenu¬ 
ously competed for, aud I hope it will not be loDg before 
the chances offered to them are placed within the reach 
of the young men of this country without the necessity ol 
a residence abroad. Let those who study with a view to 
service under tbe Government keep in sight the situations 
hitherto exclusively filled by Covenanted Europeans, and 
let them rest assured that, whether with or without the 
direct encouragement of the Government, they will even¬ 
tually share in the highest appointments to which they 
can be nominated (hear, and cheers). I confess I am 
greatly dissatisfied with the contents of the literary pro¬ 
ductions of some of the members of your educated com¬ 
munity. I am equally dissatisfied with the topics that I 
Irom year to year ure debated in your clubs aDd literary 
associations. It is not by poetry, eloquence, metaphysics, 
or speculations on abstract theological questions, that 
the good of this vast empire can be promoted, or the 
Government of it influenced (hear, hear). I want to see 
tbe young men of Iodia, alter they have acquired a sound 
grammatical knowledge of the English language, and : 
moderate acquaintance with English literature, devotin; 
themselves in their further studies to matters having i. 
direct bearing upon the great social, material aDd domes¬ 
tic interests of the people at large, as well as upon their 
own status and influence in society. I would have them 
choose, as themes for their essays and speeches, subjects 
connected with the morality, welfare and happiness of the 
great body of the people, and I would have them discflss 
these subjects in language as simple and sententious 
is now florid and diffuse (hear). If you who would s 
your generation, and set a worthy example to your coun¬ 
trymen, listen to a word of counsel from one who is yonr 
sincere friend : spend not your time, after leaving college, 
in talking about Dante and Tasso, and Homer and Vir¬ 
gil, and Locke and BacoD, and Byron and Shelley. Leave 
such matters to professional critics or idle literati. Study 
the laws of England, and the regulations of your * 
country. Study, above all, some subject with a vie\. 
the practical devotion of your lives to a really useful and 
honourable profession. Refrain from all invectives against 
the local Government until you have fully mastered tbe 
facts of the case, aDd be ever mindful to discriminate be- 
that which is justly chargeable to the Government, 
and remediable by it, and which is independent of the 
Government, or beyond the reach of legislative correction 
(hear, hear). When you do arraign your rulers, trust to 
facts and not to fancy; deal in arguments aud not in epi¬ 
thets. Men in power can smile with derision at angry 
and unsupported assertions, and strong and abusive decla¬ 
mation, but they cannot long withstand the influence ol 
temperate remonstrances and respectful representations, 
founded upon authentic facts, and enforced by clear and 
eonclnsive reasoning (applause). I tendered this advice 
to the young men of Calcutta in 1843,1 repeat it to the 
youpg men of 1856, and I conjure them to accept it from 
the lips of one who is as earnest a reformer of Indian n ' 
government as the most ardent among them (cheers). . 
would congratulate you upon the progress that has been 
made in the means of transit and inter-communication

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belli vessel and cargo were in better trim Iban uny of her 
competitors when Iu cached port. Of course tbe owners 
of tbe ship wiil do handsomely by Mrs. Patton; but were 
the merchants of Mew Pork to make up a liberal purse, 
it would prove highly acceptable to the widow (as she 
almost certainly soon will be) and ber small family.

Public works that in 
1843 were incomplete, or only projected, are now perfeci 
realities, and are conferring large benefits on the commu¬ 
nity. ln addition to what has been already accomplished, 
1 see the infallible indications of further and indefinite 
advances in the same direction. The exigencies of the 
State, here, are cooperating with tbe increasing wants oi 
Great Britain, and will lead more and more to the under¬ 
taking of those enterprises which-have most to do with the 
material and commarcial prosperity of the two countries. 
I congratulate you upon the increased employment o 
Native energy—upon the large extension of the uncove- 
uaDte-d European service—upon the growing attention 
of Parliament to Indian questions—upon the prospeci 
of thefe soon being one criminal code for all India, and a 
scheme of legal procedure, also common to the whole 
country, simpler and less tortuous and protracted than 
the forms now in use—upon the changes made by the last 
Indian Bill in the constitution of the Legislative Council, 
which I trust will prove the prelude to other and wider 
changes—upon the comparative publicity given to the 
acts of the Government in certain departments, and the 
facilities afforded to the conductors of the press of the 
country, to inform themselves respecting the results of the 
labouis of the company’s servants in their several spheres 
of duty (loud cheers). These things show thut some pro 
gress of a beneficial kind has been made even in India.

work to carry ou the work of reform and regenera- 
I would not omit to express the pleasure with 
which I have seen, ever since 1 landed, the more liberal 
and enlightened natives coming forward to aid the Go¬ 
vernment in effective legislative changes of a humane and 
elevating tendency, in social institutions and customs ol 
an exclusively native character (hear). Were I address¬ 
ing an assembly of meD possessed of the power to correct 
existing abuses aDd defects, I might be tempted to dwell 
upon the opposite side of the picture. But such is n 
the case, and I content myself therefore, with a glance 
what has been achieved, aDd draw from it encouragement 
to hope for future and further progress. As far as the 
work of Indian reform is to be advanced in India by the 
natives themselves, it will have to be advanced by a - 
paratively very small number; but that very small 
ber have it in tbeir power to do a great deal. In pro¬ 
portion to tkeir ability is their responsibility; and hence 
my anxiety to seetthe young men of the present day alive 
to their duties, and to the dangers as well as the privileges 
ot their positiou. Beyond those few towns which are the 
seats and centres of Government administration, all is 
darkuess and intellectual decrepitude — so lar as an) 
knowledge of or exertions for improvement are concerned 
But here you sit in light; and if you are uninformed, il 
is because you love darkness better than light. Should 
you remain ignorant of wbat most regards your own inte¬ 
rests, and the interests of your country, you cannot be 
held excused (bear, hear). You call yourselves patriots, 
lovers of your couotry. See that you prove yourselves 
worthy of the name. A patriot is one who is willing to 
sink himself and his own interests iu tbe cause of his 
country, A patriot is one who will deny himself all ease, 
sell-indulgence, aDd luxury, that is inconsistent with the 
love of bis country. A patriot is one who sets a pure 
and bright example to his countrymen, and wins tbeir 
confidence by self-abnegation, and the heroic consecration 
of all his powers and influence to their service. A patriot 
is one who is as anxious to support wbat is good as to 
extirpate what is bad—as ready to cooperate with the 
Government in measures that are beneficial us to oppose 
the Government in respect of measures that are injurious. 
A patriot is one who, jealous of his reputation, aud know¬ 
ing what he owes his couotry, abstains from every 
that would cause his good to be evil spoken of; who 
deavours, as fur as possible, to live above suspicion, and 
be amenable, justly, to no imputation of seeking bis 
n rather than his country's welfare. A patriot is one 
io is as ready to labour lor his country in humility and 
obscurity as iu prominence and exaltation, aud is more 
ready to follow than desirous lo feud. All other coun¬ 
tries contaiu such patriots. India is not without them. 
All patriots are not heroes, all patriots are not statesmen. 
The patriot is the muu who, whatever big name, rank, or 
fortune may be, so lives, speaks and acts, as to exert a 
salutary influence on those around him, and so exalts the 
standard of public virtue, and rebukes tbe conduct of 
those who, whether the rulers or the ruled, are injurious 
members of the great social community (prolonged 
applause).
